The thing has been 
managed in a very quiet and unostentatious 
manner, but every powder mill in tho United 
States has been for months constantly and 
most folly employed, and that article has been 
sent by whole cargoes to Europe.

an extent has this been carried on,, that the 
supply of saltpetre in this country is nearly 
exhausted, and unless further supplies are re- 
ceived shortly, the manufacture of powder will 
soon come to a stand-still. 
The Allies have 


taken ^ho larger portion of these supplies, and 
Russia has had a considerable quantity; but 
how it'has been introduced into that Empire, 
unless through neighboring neutral ports, it is 
hard to say. 
Salt provisions (beef and pork) 


and navy bread (biscut) have gone in large 
quantities'direct to the Black Sea.
